TH E “DECLINATION” OF THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 


The declaration of Theodore Roosevelt, president of the United States, 
that he “will” not be nominated for his high office again, need not be 
given absolutely serious consideration. He may become a negative can­ 
didate. -A hi* h will be tantamount to his nomination. 
I? will bt remembered that when he first made his declaration that 
he would not be a candidate for another term, but would consider 
his 
fulfilment of McKinley’s unexpired term as having absorbed one of the 
tw< terms to which any candidate is ethically entitled, he used most em­ 
phatic language. Yesterday he said, “There will be no ‘next term*; I'm 
serving my last, and ‘will* not even be nominated.” 
Note the lack of strength of purpose in this declaration. He makes it 
merely a matter of occurence. He says, “I will not even be nominated.” 
That is, “it will not eventuate that I will be nominated.” He does 
not 
say, as before, “I am determined not to accept a nomination.” 
Much worse things than the nomination and election 
of 
Theodore 
Roosevelt for a third term might happen this government. We are inclin­ 
ed to believe that, regardless of politics, he has been a most satisfactory 
official. We do not endorse his positions on all matters. We believe that 
he permitted politics to persuade him into dealing to Admiral Schley a 
grevious and unmerited humiliation; we believe that his treatment of Gen­ 
eral Miles was, to say the least, uncharitable; we are assured that his 
sacrifice of Bowen to the salvation of the now discredited 
Loomis 
be­ 
cause the latter was in the cabinet, was narrow and unstatesmanlike; we 
are ashamed of his championship of the rightly disilked Paul Morton. 
On the other hand, we appreciate the mastery of his methods in the fam­ 
ous coal strike of two years back; we admire his backing of the prosecu­ 
tion of the beef trust; we are in full sympathy with his appraently sin­ 
cere efforts for an effective interstate commerce commission; we love to 
remember his courageous cleaning out of the rascals of the postoffice de­ 
partment, his aggressive prosecution of timber stealing senators and other 
grafters. 
President Roosevelt has repeatedly offered open insult 
to the pre­ 
vailing faction of the republican party in this state. His open acquiesence 
to the theory that the palpably dishonest “rump” convention of the stal­ 
wart republicans was regular, his support of Spooner and Payne, his ap­ 
pointment of Sanbourn to a federal judgeship and his connivance at the 
selection of Fatfrier Babcock to the national committee, are matters 
that 
are not only regretted but are actually resented in this state by the vie 
torious faction which he has ignored. 
It will be noted that Thomas W. Lawson, prior to the campaign, ad­ 
vised the election of Roosevelt, but that in his October instalment he 
takes the president to task for his support of Morton, his appointment of 
Root of insurance ill-fame and other acts not consistent with Lawson's 
former opinion that Roosevelt would delight in “having at 
those 
swash­ 
bucklers of High Finance.” In these things the president has been disap­ 
pointing, but to win every man must be guilty of political selfishness, and 
perhaps the president permitted himself to be hipnotized into the idea 
that the ends warranted the means. At least, he has not been in any sense 
the tool of monopoly we have learned to expect our presidents to be. 
These are opinions. They are honest opinions, but they are only our 
opinions, and they may be faulty. It is also our opinion that Theodoi 
Roosevelt will be the most disappointed man in the world if 
it 
finally 
comes to pass that he is not “forced” to accept another republican nomina­ 
tion to the office for which he appears to be playing with a full hand. 
To win, Roosevelt or La Follette or some other representative of the 
new ideas must head the republican ticket, and we believe that good men 
of all parties desire to make sure of a popular victory by securing for 
both the great parties nominees who will represent the people.
